Present; [Influx Leads to Sug- 
gestion of Restriction by. 
Congress. 



Now No Authority to Prevent 
Landing of Those Pass- 
ing Muster. 



Waaiiington, April 10. — Up to this point 
nothing has been done by the Washington 
authorities looking toward the restric- 
tion of tlie ininiiKrutiun of Japauese .into 
this country as indicated by dctiputchea 
ifrom Victoria, B.C., beyond the applica- 
tion of the contract labor laws. The en- 
forcement of these hiw.s is entrusted to 
tlie ulllcials of the treasury department, 
and so far as is known Ihoy have uol 
discovered nuy formidable movement to- 
ward the briugiu}; into tin; United States 
of ,I/ipane.sc coolies under hibor contracts. 
They are not, however, authorized to in- 
terfere with tlie incoming of any Jap- 
anese who can satisfy the requirements 
of tlie iiuinigrution lawti in the matter of 
freedom from contract obligations and 
ability to niaintaaiii themselves. It is 
believed that, unlike other Orientals, few 
Japaiiei-o even of tlie laboring clatss fail 
to nnike u sulllcient showing on these 
points to pass muster and secure udmia- 
tion at the Golden CJate. 

Jl', however, the tide of Japanese iui- 
nii.i^ratioii now setting towards the Brit- 
ish Nurthwctiterii possessions, should in- 
clude Japanese coolies under contract to 
labor in the United States there will be 
necessity for a considerable rcinforce- 
meiU of the number of treasury em- 
ployees charged with the policing of the 
bouuda'ry line betwceii Wiuhihgton and 
British Columbia, in' order to prevent 
their entrance into tbo United States. 
There is no formal oblit;ation upon the 
liritish colonial authorities to prevent 
liucli .Tapanese from crossing the liue, be- 
yonii that of mere neighborly interests. 
.\1 though the recent reports from San 
h'rancisco of the arrival at the port of 
Sun Francisco of considerable nuuibors 
of .lapauese laborers, taken in connec- 
tion with the steady incrcubo of the 
Japanese population of the Hawaiian 
Islands, has attracted tbo attention of 
tile executive branch ot the government, 
it its said that even supposing the presence 
of the Japanese within United States ter- 
ritorial limits should bo regarded as un- 
desirable, the subject of restriction is one 
entirely beyond executive reach at pre- 
sent, being one lor the consideration of 
congress. 

Some of the oUlcials have been, and 
many still are of the opinion, that the 
steady growth ot industrii-fl in Japan at- 
tendant upon the phonoinenul develop- 
ment of that nation in other lines and 
the need for raw material out of which 
to make soldiers and sailors for the Jap- 
anese army and navy would create a suf- 
lieicnt home demand to remove any men- 
ace to the United States from Japanese 
immigration. Tlie figrures of the immi- 
gration bureau on tiie I'acilic coast are, 
however, being closel.v watched, for upon 
their showing 'may depend important re- 
conimenddtioDii on this subject.

Alaskan Civil Code Gives Stand 
Ing to Decisions of 
the Camps. 



Tidewater Lands Formally Open 
cd to All Citizens of 
United States. 



AVashiugton, April 10. — During almost 
tlie entire session to-day the Bcuate had 
under consideration the .^.laskan civil 
code bijl. The amendment providing 
for the inining of gold along the! teach 
in the district was perfected, after a dis- 
cussion lasting nearly four hours. The 
provision in relation to mining at Cape 
Noine was inodifiedrjBO.aB.jto read as fol- 
lows: " P'rovmed hirther thiii; the riiles 
and regulations established by the 
miners shall be subject to such general 
rules as the secretary may prescribe for 
mining below high tide*, and shall not be 
in contlict with the' mining laws of tie 
United States." 

After the anieudnient had been jier- 
fecled to Mr. Carter's satisfaction, Mr. 
Berry offered an aniendnicnt to it read- 
: "It being the intention hereof 
that locations upon or claims to lands 
within the tide reservation shall be orig- 
inated onl.v after the passage and tak- 
ing effect ot this act." Mr. Berry said 
he had information that a company had 
Ineatod some cIaims„aloug the beach at 
Cai)e Nome, in ';'oppoBitioa';to^'a''^ ruling of 
the secretary .oi.;tJi^^'^interibr.*j jIiThejidea 
of -.his umendih6utVihc,,fla,idj\ wa8'J;to);pre- 
veiit the'-'conlifia'ation'of the title to the' 
company. - • 

Mr. Garter stated tliat the secretarj-'s 
ruling was not made' until January 30, 
1000, nnd it would have been an impossi- 
Idlity for any location of claims to have 
been made since that time by persons 
oing from here. Tlio amendment, he 
said, would disturb every mining claim 
ilong Berbiug Sea. The amendment 
was defeated by 27 to 17. 

On motion of Mr. Pottus the senate 
Ktruck out the provision heretofore 
agreed to, providing that the mining 
regulations sliall be subject to such 
rules as the secretary ot the interior 
may iirescribe. The amendment as 
Hnally agreed to and incorporated in the 
bill is as follows: "That, subject only 
to such general limitations as nniy he 
neccswary to ex(>mpt navigation from 
nrtitieial obstrtictions, all land and shoal 
water below mean high tide on the 
shores, bays nnd inlets of Bchring Sea 
within the jurisdiction ot the United 
States shall be subject to exploration 
for gold and other precious metals by 
citizens ot the United States or persons 
who have legally declared their inten- 
tion to become such, under such reason- 
able rules and regulations as the miners 
in organized mining districts may have 
heretofore made or may hereafter make 
governing the temporary posscssioTi 
thereof for exploration and mining pur- 
poses, until otherwise provided by law; 
provided, further, that the rules nnd 
regulations established by tHc miners 
shall not eonllict with tlio mining laws 
of the United States and all permits 
lieretotore granted, authorizing any per- 
sons, corporation or company to exca- 
vate or mine under any of said waters 
are hereby revoked and declared;, null 
and void; nnd the rcservatioji of a road- 
way GO feet wide, under tlie lOtli section 
of the act of :^lay 14, 1898, enlitled 'An 
act extending the homestead laws and 
providing for right of way of railroads 
in Alaska, and for other purpoa.es,' shull 
not apply co mineral lands or town- 
sites." 

The bill was then laid . aside and the 
senate; held an executive session and 
adjourned.

Empire together it was rather calculated 
to force them apart.

• the C.P.R. to charge 10 cunts loss per 
toil tor through freight than was charged 
iby the other roads. For some reason 
not explained this rate has bccu discon- 
tinued and as u consequence shippers 
have been rnsliiiig freight forward that 
.they nnglit take advantngo of the lower 
.xate before it was taken off the tariff 
Jjoobsi, while tlio.se iirms that the C.l'.U. 
hayv contraclK with, who are shipping 
principally tin plate nails aud glucose, are 
hurrying all the 'freight through tiiat they 
can before their contract exi)ires. A.s 
the I'acilic Coast Steamship Company 
Jire lilting up all the steamers they can 
})t).ssil)ly spare for the northern run it is 
dillicult to liandle the freight with the 
fiteaiiiers available; althongh 100 carloads 
■were- shipped by the City of Fuebla and 
AVillainelte within forty-eight hours. 
Tliere are now I'OO cars waiting for the 
iie.vt boat, thougli each t<teanier cau lian-

ing the $70 a month which they liave

. pelting four meals a day and protection 
hehiud tlio wharf gates wliile they work. 
Mr. Gordon claims tliat Van<'oiiver lias 
Jost through the strike IjJfl.OOO iu wages 
jilono. On the otlier hand, tlie strikers 
Jire as .active as pver and eleven non- 
union men who had intended to work on 
the steamer City of Puobla -were kept 
siway by the sirikers. Now there arc 
no iion-uiiion nun at all presenting them- 
selves. Jlr. Gordon claims that the city 
■council should arrange an arbitration by 
whicli the strike could be brought to an 
■oud in fairness to seorcti of poor fellows 
who are eager for work and in spito of 
big wages offereil are unable to ac- 
cept employment.

Was Relieving Sentry When 
Taken by Bullet Mysteri- 
ously Fired. 



C'roiou Laiiilin g, X. Y., April IG. — The 
lii'st bloodshed us tuc outcome of tlie 
strike nt the Cornell Dam was the life's 
blooil of .Sergeiint Dongla.ss of the 11th 
Separate Coiniiany of Mmint Vernon, 
who was shot (lead by an unknown 
assassin while he was relieving the 
guard at ten minutes to 9 to-night.* 

The wildest excitement prevailed 
throughout the camp as soon ns the 
news uf the assa.ssiiintion spread to tlie 
different tents, and the soldiers ore 
frantic over the cowardly crime. 

The point where the sergeant fell is 
known as Post Xo. 10, which was in 
(diarge of Cor]). .McDowell. Douglass 
was talking to Corp. Mcljowell and 
the oilier luenibers of the guard when 
be suddenly clasped his bands to his 
stoma(di and cried, " Lord, bo.vs. I'm 
shot," and then fcdl to the ground. It 
was pitch dark at the time, Inil Mc- 
Dowell and the others tired a volley 
into n cluuip of bushes near by, without 
hitting an.V(me. Xo one saw the Hash 
or heard the sound of the shot which 
killed Douglass, and i'^ was a most mys- 
terious affair. 

Meanwhile Ihe men pickeil up the 
fallen sergeant and carried him down 
Ihe liill on a stretcher, but as soon as 
lhe.v readuMi Douglass' tent I be poiu' 
fellow died without saying a word 
other than what he said us he fell.

stand firm when he saw tlie parly's imlicy 
about to bo doparlod from— aiid hiu-eiii 
was the secret of his dislastefuluess to 
his colle;iguc.s in that government.

Purely a Formal Function as 
OntV Buildings Are Yet 
In Position. 



Talis, April l-l.— 'I'lio Kxpositioii of 
ISJOO is open, but it will be ut least a 
mouth before anything but buildings is 
to bo seen. The day's ceroiiioiiics wore 
a mixture of siuiiptuous spiciKlnr in the 
Salle des Fetes and wiilospioaa eon- 
fusion and unreadiness evorywlioie. 
Nothing could liavo exceeded the pic- 
uuTS(iue settings In the buihling in 
wliieh the iuauKuriil coicuioniis wi-re 
lield. The gorKCOUs uniforms of the 
diplomats atid ' soldiers, the splendid or- 
chestra and chorus and the mnsnificont 
i-riVct proilnced by the Knui.l staircase 
up whicli I'l-csidcnt Lmil)ol proLHU'ded to 
view tlio expusition. lini'd with about 
•2m picked ineu of the lU'publicau 
(iuiird.s, Willi jaclil)oots, white breeches, 
^'loaiiiing cuirasses and horsehau- 
phiuies streaniing from shining helmets. 

P'ourtecM thousand guests had been in- 
vilid to the function and they hud, bo- 
cause of tbe line weather, only the dust 
lo endure. The afternoon was a holiday 
in I'uris l)y general consent, and a host 
Kit country people crowded into the city 
to swell the multitudes who Cioui an 
early hour trudged in the direction of 
the exposition and took up positipns 
along the route of the President's pro- 
cession nud at the approaches to the 
grounds. 

The ceroinoiiies witliin the Salle des 
Fetes was simplicity itself. Tlio recep- 
tion to President Loubet nt the entrance 
lasted but n few seconds, and on reach- 
ing the tribune M. Milleniiid, the minis- 
ter of commerce, immediiitely delivered 
his address handing over the exposition 
to the Chief of State. President Loubet 
tlii'ii replied, nnd the spcaldng part of 
the function ended. 

.V feature of tlie proceedings was the 
scries of tableaux presented to the gaze 
tif the President nnd his party by the 
wonderful spectacle in the Salle des 
Fetes and the imposing vistas from the 
I'alace Trocado down the Champs de 
Mars to the Chiitenu d'Knu and along 
the esplanade of the ITotel des Invalidee 
from Napoleon's tomb to the Champs 
Flysees, while the view from the scene 
along the embankment, on which stands 
!in irregular line of multi-colored na- 
tional pavilions, presenting every con- 
ceivable form of architecture, might 
have been a scene from the Arabian 
Nights entertainments. 

The ladies of the President's party 
reached the Salle des Fetes in advance 
of the others and took scats in the 
special gallery. Mme. Loubet, richly 
gowned, sat in front, surrounded by 
the wives of ministers. The spectacle 
that met President Loubct's eyes when, 
amid the resounding strains of the 
" Marsoillniso," he stepped to the front 
'«f the dais on his entry into the Salle 
des Fetes, was probably never seen be- 
fore within the walls of any bnildiug. 
The vast circus was filled with a sea of 
human beings, who overflowed the bal- 
<'oiiie8 jutting out from the sides. The 
decoration of the Interior was certainly 
a triumph of artistic skill, with a hand- 
some stained glass dome, through which 
the rays of sunlight filtered down upon 
the concourse below, and a color scheme 
in mural painting with the strikingly 
executed frescoes of allegories in bril- 
liant relief. The galleries and balconies 
were draped with rod plush, .and the hnU 
was profusely adorned with trophies of 
tri-colorod flags openlnAi fan-like from 
shields bearing the letters " R. F." The 
group among the great assembly which 
was the most attractive was the body of 
foreign representatives in picturesque 
attire, 

On the C'onchlHioll oi* President Lou- 
bet's speech, tile procession formed a nit 
IH-oceeded ncross the Salle des Fetes, 
between a hedge of guards with fixed 
bnyonets, lo the grand staircase, which 
the party ascended, the cuirassiers lining 
the steps saluting. This was the mo- 
ment when the climax of enthusiasm 
was reached within the hall, which 
rang with shouts of " Vive Loubet." On 
reaching the summit of the stairway 
President Loubet gave a Inst look at the 
scenes about him and then entered the 
salon of honor, where tlio ceremony of 
))reseiitatioii of commissioners of foreign 
nations was gone through with. 

The presidential cortege then de- 
scended into the grounds, nnd proceed- 
ing to where luxuriously upholstered 
river steamboats were waiting lo cm- 
bark the party.

lilCLLA COOLA COLONISTS. 

Iiidi'-'nant Denial of lieports That They 
Sympathized With the Booi«. 

In a letter to the Colonist bearing date 
of .Vpril ■{ instant, Mr. Charles Carlson, 
president since Kev. Mr. Saugstad's 
death of the colony at Bella Coola, cor- 
rects tlie false impression that has got 
abroad as lo the loyalty of the Scandi- 
navians in this iiortliem portion of the 
province. lie says:

'■ ■ Whi-rens when external foes are 
biittliiig against oni' arniics it is not wise 
lo fiiineiit internal strife: whereas we 
ii; I hi' English nation recognize the 
bulwark of liberty against the aggres- 
sions of despotic governments in Europe, 
and also the clilef bearer of civilization 
to the i)eoi)li' of the dark continents ;iind 
the Islands of tbe sea; and whereas -we 
ill the same 7iati(m admire the ahirity 
and tact disjilayed in the government of 
its colonial system extending around the 
world: Be it resolved, Tlinf we hereby 
re-aflirm our loyal devotion to Hor^ 
Majesty the Queen nnd pledge ourselves 
that should the time tver come when our 
services should be required to defend 
her rights and the interests of the Em- 
pire, pnr adopted country, we will risk 
oiit Uvea., and property in sueh defence; 
and be it nlso resolved,' that while -some 
of UB, in comtnon with mnny good people 
of England nnd elsewhere, believe that

alty nnd devotion to the Queen and 
Empire, we insist upon being secured m 
the rights guaranteed every British sub- 
ject and enjoyed by all civilized people, 
namely, freedom of conscience and 
thought expressed in decent language. 

" In connection v;ith the above resolu- 
tion " writes Mr. Carlson, " please allow 
me to add a few words. I am at a loss 
to understand why the editor of the 
Vancouver World published the charges 
appearing In the article referred to in 
the resolution. Messrs. Clayton and 
i'hillips, who are mentioned as authori- 
ties for these injurious statements, are 
both known to me as honorable gentle- 
men, for whose word 1 have great re- 
spect. As the statements are so mani- 
leslly false. 1 hereby challenge the 
AVorid lo prove at what time it received 
amliority from these !;entlemen to make 
such charges. . 

•• Mr. Clayton exi.iresses now his 
strong indlgiiation over the liberty

A Troloria despatch .says that (leiu ral 
Botha has gone to consult with President 
Krugcr on the situation, and ycetei-day 
it was stated, on the strength of reports 
Iroin native seoiits, tliat Botha's for 
near ISlandslaagte had retired across the 
Biggarsberg range. The latter may liav 
been the result of the former. If Kruger 
hiiK the sagacity with which he ih I'redit- 
eii he will hardly think it wortli while to 
lieeji an important part of his army 
Xatal when every man is needed to op- 
pose Roberts. 

A despatch from l^ier sources reports 
that a Hriti<>h force is advancing on Bult- 
fontein. AVe pointed out on Sunday the 
conflicting nature of the despatclies re 
gardiiig Methuen's niovementr;. This last 
news looks as though the first c.vplana 
lion of his plans Avas correct and that he 
is preparing to strike the enemy on the 
right while lioberts does so in front. 

Itoherls is receiving a large number of 
remounts. This will greatly facilitate hi 
movements. Telegraphic ndviPes fi'om 
the Tr.'Uisvaal say tliat the enemy is suf- 
fering greatly I'rdni tlie lai-k of horses. It 
is said that at the beginning of the cam 
paigu there were three horses for. every 
Boer soldier, but now there are not 
enough to provide one for each, so that 
niany^f the men arc oblige to march on 
foot. Keason snggetsts that the enemy' 
h(ir.-:es must have felt the strain of the 
work (luite as much us ours, while tlie 
slaughter among them has probably been 
oven greater. 

'Die v.-anton destnictieii of th(> collier- 
ies lit AVessel's Ni'k is simply an act o 
Aandalism. It will not interfere in tli 
-least degree with Buller's future, and 
cannot bo justified any more than Lord 
Uolierts could be excused for permitting 
his men to ravage the Kree State, burn 
in0farm houses and killing live stock 
Wcssel's Nek is about eight miles from 
Klaudalaagte. 

I JAPANKSE IM.MIGHATION. 

The arrivals of Japanese at Victoria 
during the last day or two have set ever, 
one talking about Oriental ininiigratioi; 
iind tlieri' is very little can.se for surprir^i 
'I'he Japanese consul hiiuoelf feels tliat 
the matter demands immediate investi- 
gation and is a legitimate cause for 
alarm. We print this morning his views 
on the subject and they are such ;is will 
cuniniend them to every eiic. lie tell 
Its that under the emigration regulation 
in force in Japan tin? ciglit sleanisliip 
companies are only entitled to curry '20 
coolies a month to Canada, that is Kit) 
in all. and tliat tiic ::::!cpendent eiiiigra- 
iion to tiie Dominion cannot e.\cee<l 20 
lier month, in |iraetice, although the law 
Iicrmit.s each of the 43 provinces to send 
each, or 225 in all. According to Air. 
Shimi'/u's views, if the law were stri< 
tibservcil not iiioi-c than "200 .lapaiuve im- 
niigrauts would readi this country 
monthly, and although this is rather more 
than can bo absorbed hero without in- 
juring the labor market, it is not such 
a iHinilier ari would occasion any great 
iilarni. But tliey are being brought here 
by hundreds weekly, so that there will 
he at least something like 2,000 or :!,()00 
landed at this city during tlie present 
month. 

It i.s said that the majority of these 
Japanese are en route to the TTniteil 
•States, but there may be very consider- 
able' dilBculty in their getting to that 
country, and if so they will have to re- 
main here and make a irving as best 
llicy can. Already tl!en> is a very ni:irk- 
oil movenieut in some portions of the 
United States in regard to Japanese. im- 
migration. The Labor Councils 'oif Cali- 
fornia are moving in the niatter, and in 
'I'acomn the first step has been taken to 
(Hccure their exclusion. A'\'hi|e there is 
little likeliliood that any legislation will 
be passed by congress very soon on this 
Mlbjcct, it is possible Ih'it the treasury

SLANDER AND ABUSE. 

Mr. .Martin's sole journalistic de- 
fender, the Vancouver World, speaks ot 
him as subject to an attack of "slander 
nnd abuse." It refers to the Colonist in 
this connection. We fear our contoni- 
liorary iloes not nniierstand the meaning 
of the words it employs. So far as this: 
puper is concenied, there has not ap- 
peared in its columns n line that eouUl 
bo called slanderous or^ abusive of Mr. 
.Martin. He has been referred to al- 
ways in the language of personal re- 
spect. We have criticized his public, 
career, his method ot speaking of his 
opponents, and his policy; but these 
arc certainly legitimate subjects. If 
these may not be discussed in a political 
ciunpaign, will the World kindly tell us 
what may be? Will our contemporary 
kindly cite something from the columns 
of the Colonist that can be classed as 
slanderous or abusive'/ We speak in 
ali serimisness. There seems to be an 
idea prevalent in this community that if 
strong ground is taken ngniiisl the posi- 
tion ot a political lender, or the facts of 
bis career are interpreted logically, be is 
bring abused. Xot long ago the World 
said that the Colonist had alinsed the 
Meutonnnt-Govcrnor. Yet we never 
did anything o.vcopt criticize the public 
acts of Ilis Honor, and that always re- 
s|iectfnlly. We are accused of abusing 
Mr. Martin, yet we have never used an 
e.vpression regarding him that conid not 
be used to his face without giving him 
the slightest warrant for feeling injured. 
AVe suppose we will l;ear much of this 
sort of talk from our contemporary. It 
is an easy way to meet an argument. 
Call the nrgument abuse, and people 
wlio have not read it will be likely to 
think it was .'ibiisive. AVe really would 
like our conteniiiorary to specify some 
of the things that have been said in this 
paper regarding Mr. Martin since ■ this 
eampnign opened that can bo justly 
termed slnnder or nbuso.

It is saiil. the .lapanese 
are leaving their own country in coiise- 
quence of the reported imminence of 
Itu.ssian war; tlien again it is asserted 
the closing of the gaten of Hawaii has 
tfirncd the volume of plantation c inigra- 
tion hitherward. The opening of the 
lishing season accounts tor quite a num- 
ber, aud tho initiation of large railway 
works on the American ronds probably 
explains the presence of « larger quota. 

On the authority of a railway and 
steamship man of prominence it is as- 
serted that not more than T5 per cent, 
of the incoming .laiianese remain in 
Urititih Cohunbia, while quite (i.! per 
(•(■lit. go through a week or two .Tftor 
landing, to the United Staten. The N. 
I'. II. oinplo.vs the'u! all along its line, 
working 4,0U0 at present; tho G.N. It 
has l,f)(.)0 or more and will soon treble 
this number; tiie CP. It. gives its road 
work to white men, and this explains 
the predcdiction of the brown people tor 
both or eillier of the rival lines. 

Then comes nno.ther question. Speak 
to the .lapanese, and ho will tell you that 
more than half of tliefie arriving .lap 
anwe were here befnre, or else had rela- 
;]ves here, 'i'hey travel more and siiend 
their money quicker than do their rivals 
the Chinese, and in the latter respect do 
more perhaps for the country that doesn't 
especially want them. 

After the fishing season of last year, 
according to one of the cnstomn' (dlieials 
clone in touch with the interesting sub- 
ject, more than -l.OOO .lapanese went 
back from British Columbia, visitiii 
their aggregate wages amounting to 
.■SliOO.UfJO; while workers in Ih.' Caril 
and other up country mines went home 
with many tlionsands more. 

These men returning form a birgi- pro- 
Ijortion of the present arrivals. Tli(\v 
also explain a jioint raised by the .lap- 
anese consul and which olherwis,' would 
be unintelligible. .Taiiaii, it s(!ems. does 
not allow unrestrieli'd emigration of her 
peojde. One hundred and sixty in any 
month is the limit that may be sent to 
Canada, although those who have iirc- 
vinusly been here may naturally relurii 
just when it suits their business or con- 
vcnienco. 

On this matter of Hip .Tapnnpse law. 
and .lapanese . immigration genprally, the 
Colonist's Vancouver representative has 
just had an' intpresticg interview with 
Consul Shimizu in which the Consul 
said the matter hnd given him so much 
fond for rellection that ho had sent his 
private secretary to Victoria to meet the 
Riojun-.Maru of tlie Nippon, 'Yusen- 
Kaisha line for the purpose of studying 
tl'.e situation and reporting. 

"According to advices from Victoria, 
said Mr. Shimizu, "two or three thous- 
and .TapancHO arc to be landed in Vic- 
toria within tlio next two weeks. On 
the surface the situation appears to bo 
an alarming one and certainly serious 
enough in any event to be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. 

"Ah I understand the situation at pre- 
sent it is as follows: 'According to the 
Emigration Act passed by the .Tnpano.se 
government each one of the eight emi- 
gration companies in .Tapau i.<j limited to 
twenty ,Inpaneso emigrants per month to 
Can.'ida. In other words, it is impossible 
according- to law for tho emigration com- 
panies of .Tapan to sell more than IGO 
tickefH per month to ,Tapanose coolies 
destined for this Dominion. 

"Besides this, each province of .Tapan 
is limited to five independent emigrant* 
to Canada^ per. month. There are forty- 
five provinces',' in Japan, btit emigrants 
to Canada never go but from five or si:: 
of those, the provinces near the sea coast; 
so that in round ,ifigureqji250 Japanese 
inmiigrant.^ per month Into GanAda should 
be the outside illmit^ -^i t^:^-^ i

INTERESTING PHENOMENA. 

Solar IIi.lo .\nd Mock Suns Set Vic- 
torians to Asking Questions. 

From noon until Ci p. m. yesterday 
nmny people who happened to look 
iibove their heads were surprised to find 
the sun not merely surrounded by a bril- 
liant halo, but as well by several other 
great circles of light spreading out over 
the greater portion of the sky. 'Wbere 
these cirdes met at either side of the 
sun were to' bo seen wonderful pris- 
matic colors, nnd under the sun a part 
of a circle almost as brilliant as a rain- 
bow. 

For the benefit of many desirous to 
know the cause of these peculiar rings 
the Colonist is enabled through the 
kindness of the gentlemen of. the 
meteorologic-il oflU^e to furnish the fol- 
lowing e.vplanation: The halos are 
caused by tho moisture in tho air being 
forced upwards into a region of great 
cold, where the minute particles of 
water heconu! prisni-sliapod crystals of 
ice and hiiow. • 

It is the action of tho sun's rays in 
passing through these prism-shaped 
crystals that caused the beautiful 
phenomena of yesterday. The reason 
for the dilTereiit outer circles is dilllcult 
to give without tho aid of matbemntics, 
though the size of the inner and bright- 
est halo is due to the ))nrticular size Of 
the ice-prisms. The smaller these crys- 
trals are tlu? larger will bo the central 
lialo; and tho larger they are the 
smaller will the halo bo. 

Kx. the point where the large rings 
meet the light is increased so much .that 
the patches look like separate anus. 
These are technically called " parhelia," 
more commonly known ns " mock suns," 
"sun dogs," or, as someone has humor- 
ously termed them, " sky terriers." 

These hnlos often precede uncertain 
weather, as the presence of large quanti- 
ties of moisture inditates the' probable.

Not Always Ready to Hand Over 
'^^the Boundary Trade to 
American Cities. 



Queer Handling of Offer by 
British Columbia— Openly 
for Spoils, 



Ottawii, April 7.— The t'liiot niallor of 
iiittTosl to British Coluiubiii in piirlia- 
iiii-iu lliis week hiis been the reji-otiou of 
the Kfttlo liiver Viilloy Iluihvay bill. 11 
will be noticed that the measure was re 
jecteil far more decisively this year than 
it has been in the past, althout;li. the 
promoters used the art;uiiient, to the ful- 
lest cxten, that they were Canadians, 
while tlve applicant of i)rev'^ious yeans, Mr. 
D. C. Corbin, wnsi a "foreigner." The 
Tnost remarlcablo feature of the discus- 
sion was tile attitude assumed by the 
JLinister of Hallways and Canals, and it 
shows what littli? inllueuce ho has over 
the utalwarts behind him, that bis stump 
speech in favor of tlie bill did not change 
a vote. Oae can hardly understand Mr. 
Blair's antipatliy to the C. P. 11., except 
that it be thut President Shaughncssy 
and Itimself are not good friends. Cer- 
tairi it is that the presence of Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy in the committee iroom acted ou 
Mr. Blair as the i)rovorbial rod rag on 
a' bull. The Minister of llailwayts swung 
himself with groat energy, but as already 
•stated he wa.s not able to talie his follow- 
ers with liini. There were many mem- 
bers of thi' oommitteo who remembered 
wluit Jlr. Blair had said ou the Crow's 
Xost railway subsidy bill in 18'JT, when 
he remarked: 

"The house n)ust not lo.ie sight of tlie 
fact lhat this important section of coun- 
try lies innnediately adjacent to the 
boundary of the United Statics; it is uol 
lar from an extensive trunk lino of rail- 
way. Now, the people on the other side 
of I lie border are liable to do in respect 
of that Boundary country what they have 
almost done In respect of tlie Kootenay 
district; they are liable, by building a 
section of railway into that country, to 
get i)os«ess-io!i of it from a business and 
a trade point of view, uud they arc liable 
to divert the trade away from our own 
country from the west and from the 
coawt, and carry it to the south of tlie 
line. To iny own personal knowledge 
they hove boon doing this with respect to 
Kooteniiy. It is a fact which only re- 
<iuirps to be known to make a great, im- 
-pressiou upon the house, and u\nm rlu; 
public generally, that the people of t!ie 
United States belonging to the State of 
"Washington, appreciating the advantages 
of the trade of Britisli Columl>ia and 
of the valuable minerals, whicli are tlicru 
unili'veloped, built a railway into the 
Kootenay country and got possession of 
the business and tlie trade of that coun- 
try, and have built up the city of S|)okaue 
■wholly out of the l)usiness which has 
originntpd in tlie province of British Co- 
liinil)ia. 1 say it is a matter of eousider- 
ahle imiiortaiice to the committee to dis- 
cuss as to whether we will retain posses- 
Kiou of thiK country from a business point 
of view, or wliether we will let the people 
to the south of uh take that trade from 
under our eyes and become possessed of 
it." 

This was a good enough doctrine for 
Canadian patriots in 1S!)T ami it is good 
enoiigli in this y( iir of our Lord. What 
the iiilliienees an; ■.vliicli led Mr. Ulair to

al director of the company. However, 
for the time being, the trade of the 
Boundary district is ciaved to Canada. 

Col. I'rior has to a certain extent 
thrown some light upon the luaniifr i 
wliieli the governir.eiit set itself out t 
reject the otTer of British Coliiinbia of ; 
couiiiigi'ut for South .\rrica. "l see. 
ho ri'Uiarked in tlie house, •'from the 
papers brought down that the British 
Ccliiiubia govi'riiinent wroli' to the Si 
retary of State saying that a liuii.ii'ed 
men and horsen, with complete e(iuii)nieut 
for the horses, would be sent and trans- 
portation i)aiil to Halifax. 1 also see that 
the Right Hon. .Mr. Chamberlain, secre- 
tary of state for the colonics, telegraphed 
that that contingent would be gladly ac- 
cepted by tlie British government if it 
war; a -unit. Then the Prime Minister 
(Sir Wilfrid Laurlor) telegraphed to Brit- 
ish Columbia that the province nnist pay 
all cotsts and charges until the men land- 
ed in South Africa. The right hon. geii- 
tlemiin also telegraphed a day or two af- 
terwards, that this contingent must be a 
unit of one hundred and sixty mounted 
men, as requested by the Si'crctary of 
State for the Colonies. Then comes a 
cablegram from Mr. Ch.Tmberlaiii saying: 
"lMea«c add to my telegram of Febru- 
ary ;>'■ — (which refers to the offer of 
British (."oluinbia.)— the following: 'Her 
.Majesty's goveriinieiit will defray ex- 
penses of transport of any further con- 
tingent if enough to ship.' " 

"This cablegram" Col. I'rior ri'inarked, 
"shows that Her .Majesty's government 
were willing to pay tlie transport of that 
contingent to South Africa. This in the 
last p:iper that is brought down in aii- 
.iwer to the order for the return. 1 wish 
to ask the Prime .Minister, whether, after 
lie received that cablegram from the Sec- 
retary of Slate for tlie Coloiiiet<, he in- 
foriued the government of British Colum- 
bia that if they sent a contingent of ItIO 
iiii-ii and horses their transportation 
would be iiaid by the British goveniinent 
to South Africa'.' It would seem to me 
that while Britisli Columbia was willing 
to send 100 men, and perhaps pay their 
transportation to South xVTrica; if they 
had known that transportation would 
have been paid for them they would have 
been perfectly williug to send ICO men. 
I, therefore, ask the Prime Minister 
■ivhcther there is not some further cor- 
respoiidenco to be brought down'.'" The 
1' irst Minister was not in a position to 
furnish any information and when Col. 
Prior interrogated Dr. Borden on the 
subject the latter also knew nothing of 
the matter, but promised to make furtlior 
iiiciniries. It in singular, however, that 
this communication should not have been 
sent to the British Columbia government, 
or at any rate made public, llad it been 
the province might have had its .separate 
contingent on the way to .South Africa at 
the present time. 

It is gratifying to note that the poem 
written by Mr. ('live l'llillillps-\^'olley, 
entitled, "Our Teslaiiieiit," is attracting 
considerable attention from tlie lOastern 
[irests, all voicing the hope that the s.iles 
of the poem will largely augment the 
patriotic fund. The .Mail and Empire 
siicali.s of J he poem as possessed of great 
"strength and merit." 

It was an interesting story which the 
Minister of .Militia told to the house tlie 
other day regarding his relations with 
(ieiieral Huttoii. Dr. Borden took occa- 
si{)n of the speech of Col. I'rior on the 
AVhite-Vince matter to explain how he 
fell out with the late commanding oflicer. 
It was news to most people to learn bow 
strained had been the situation in tlie 
militia department. That department 
consists of two branches,— the military 
and the civil. The mjlitary branch has 
to do ehielly with the drill and elllcii'iicy 
of the force, promotions and aiijioiiit- 
ments. The civil branch attends to the 
LHiuipplug of the force, lets all coiilra..-ts, 
and pays olllcers and men. The deputy 
minititer of militia is tlie presiding gi;iiiiis 
of tne civil end of the (lepartiiieiit; the 
<!. (). C of the military brancli. In coii- 
iieclion with his v.ork General Hutton 
gave orders tliat the only medium of 
eomiiiuiiication witli the .Minister from 
his braucli should be liiiiiself, and it was 
!>i'caase Col. Foster iuforiiii^d the Miiiis- 
ler that he could not go to see liini willi- 
oifi. the General's permission that Dr. 
Borden got on his oar an ddeteriiiined to 
attsert his dignity. The row occurreii on 
the I3r(i of February and brought matters 
to a head bo siieadily between the (.len- 
eral and the Doctor tliat witliin less tlia.i 
a fortnight thereafter General Hutton 
was on his way to South Africa. 

Heretofore, Dr. Borden has hod a good 
reputation for conducting his liepartment 
ou non-political lines, but in the course ot 
his observations he let fall the spoiU dcii.-- 
trino of Liberalism in such coiicitse form 
that while the country eveidently knew 
it existed, nevertheless they have been 
looking for u long time for such an expli- 
cit deelaratiou of ministerial policy such 
as the Miniiiter of Militia, da a moment 
of candour, gave to the houae. Jle said: 
"Otlier things being equal, in the selec- 
tion of officers and in the eelection of 
men, upon 'whom favors are to be con- 
ferred, cither by promotion, or otherwise, 
I am prepared, in every case, to give the 
preference to the friends of my own poli- 
tical party. ... In reference to the 
contracts which are made with my de- 
partment, in every case, wherever I can 
do it fairly or Justly, with due regard to 
the public exchequer, I am prepared to 
give the preference to my own political 
friends. We are governing this country, 
I suppose, by party, and governracnte 
would bo fools which did not do justice 
to their political friondfi." 

This frank admission to the house of 
the adoption of the spoils system wiis

Cariboo Resident on the Lieutenant- 
Governor's Irregular Interference 
and Its Painful Results.

Having 
sncli an Interest it Is with the greatest 
alarm and r gret that I look lia.-k upon the 
oi'carrences of the past seveiiti^en or idgli- 
teeii luoatlis of our provincial political his- 
tory, la I lie saiiimer of ISOS a general 
election took iilnee. At that time what 
was known as "t!i,- Turner government" 
was la power, Just as the same parly. 
Ilioiigh under dllTerenl premiers, had been 
since ISS."!. ,\s Is Invariably tlio ease where 
a long lease of power by any party has 
been onjoyod, some dissatisfaction with re- 
ference to different acta of the government 
bad, .It that time, undoubtedly declared It- 
self In the province and Interested parties 
ill opposition to the government did nil la 
their newer by misrepresentation and other- 
wise to encourage such feeling. For some 
yei'.rs previously a considerable number of 
people coming from other provinces of the 
Dominion had been added to the strength 
ot the electorate. Such voters, ignorant of 
the real facts of the eases put before them, 
and strangers to tin- province, and lis re- 
ilulrcmontH were doubtless easily p.'runaded 
to accept as gospel the exaggerated asser- 
tions of the oii|)osltlon and the coiiseipient 
result ot the cioetloiis was siieh that the 
representatives of the people S!) chosen 
were aiiliareiitly iirotty evenly rllvliled as 
rewards the loimbers sn|iportlng one side or 
the other.

Kveryoiie who had knowledge 
of the usual constitutional procedure la 
siich matters recognized the mistake lie 
bad made and Ills Honor's precipitate ac- 
tion both alarmed and disgusted the eoun 
tpi-.

Governor, or anj'one lese to say how parties 
stood and the only proper coarse that His 
Honor might havo pursued was to leave 
matters to be, decided by the le;,'lslatlve as- 
sembly when tt,was 9alled together for the 
despatch of ba^Jness. ^ At thejeuuii; th?. 
might well haVe'-lnslsted that the u^aombly' 
should be called together as soon as con- 
veniently .might be, .and might well have 
declhied ' to assent to any ministerial acts 
other than such absolutely necessary to 
carry on the ordinary public bualnesa. 

Sneli was the course taken In 188;i lii a 
similar state of affairs by the Ideuteuant- 
(lovenior of the province. In that case 
one ot the contending [larlles In provincial 
politics had been In power tor .some years 
with, at that time, Mr. Beavoa as premier. 
A general election took place and the re- 
iiiriis apparently made It iiretty certain 
that when the house met Mr. Iteiiveii would 
be defeated. Jlr. Beaven, however, did not 
resign. The strongest pressure was hrou^ht 
upon the Lieutenant-Governor lo at once 
dismiss Jlr. lieaven. He deeiliied to 
do so, and rightly, and when snbseiiueiitly 
Mr. Bcavcn was defeateil ou the meeting 
ot the legislature and the late Mr. Sinlthe 
heeame premier, the fact of that elinngo 
ot government being thus left to Its proper 
constitutional decision ensured to Mr. 
Smlthe a much more stroUgly assured posi- 
tion than woidd have bceu-. tbu case If a 
biassed and prejudiced LIchteaant-Qovcr- 
nor had exercised his undoubted (though 
not to III! lightly exercised) power and had 
suniiiiarlly dismissed bis former advisers. 

These two cases, occurring la ISS.'i and 
1S!I8, are similar In eharactei but t'ley were 
dlltereatly treated, although In I,S,S;! the 
Lieutenant-Governor had far stronger 
;;n)iiiid for demaiidin;; the reslgaallon ot 
the ministers than had be who wielded the 
[lower In ISil.S. On the illsiiiissal ot his 
ministers In l.sn.S what was the next step 
taken by our present l.leuteiiaut-Governor? 
He called upon an outsider to fiu'iii a min- 
istry. This was Mr. IJcavca, not a iin'inher 
of the house but Indeed one who at his 
latest candidature for It bad been Ij,'aoniln- 
loiisly defeiited. .Mr. Heaven w.is unable lo 
form o ministry and then the Lieutenant- 
Governor called upon Mr. Soinllu who pro- 
ceeded to do so and was successful. But 
tie, poor man, though well Intcatloaetl In 
every way, was b.v force ot circumstances 
obliged to take as colleagues those who, 
with a larger choice of material te choose 
from, we may well conceive he woiilii bavi. 
been glad to leave alone, ami llie result has 
been his complete undoln;.', .\II those who 
know Mr. Senillii respect liini aiei Illie bim 
and I may add, sincerely pity him in the 
clrcimistances In which h.' has fiiiind him- 
self. One ot his eollea^'ui-s was Mr. .I.)se|>li 
Martin who was sworn In as atloriiey-gen- 
I'ral (all Keutlenien of this class are so 
"honorable" that one gets soiuewli.at sick 
of the <IesIgnaiIon and I tliliik I will leave 
it out in mentioning siiclil. Mr. Jose|)h 
.Martin then became attorney-general and 
lirliielpal lewil adviser to His Honor ami 
ills giivcrnmeiit. In due time tlii^ le;;lsla- 
Inre was conveniMl anil our brand new kov- 
ernmeiit with the Lleiiteuant-Goverii.ir 
overshadowlug all with his portly ami re- 
splemleiit presence (we must bo careful not 
to be libellous) met In our beautiful gov- 
errimeut buildings erected by other and 
perhaps some would say better men, and In 
due course undertook the maUlag of laws 
which should have binding effect on all of 
as uiitortuiiale provincials, some of whom 
(doubtless to their everlasting regret) bad 
heeu Instrumental In retariiliig the mem- 
pf the government as their reprosenta- 
In the legislature. ISut at this time 
It was i|iilte uncertain which party had 
preponderating numbers and iiower in the 
iionso and the government at once took 
steps to secure for themselves that very 
ar.v preponderance by, In a manner 
utterly ntiknov.-n hitherto lii parilaincntary 
dings, legislating two of their sup- 
Iiortera whose seats were doubtful, Into 
their places for the then continuing session. 
With Indecent haste tills legtshitlon, which 
an hardly be described In terras generally 
aeeeiitable to the public, was assented to 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Had ho not 
assented forthwith the government would 
have been dofoatotl nest day. So the gov-'

such servanlH not dismissed, hy the ignor- 
ant and uncalled for withdrawal of subsi- 
dies to liospltals and such like lustltutlous, 
hy the total disregard In some cases of 
sled Interest.... and by the absolute re- 
pudiation of engagements entered Into by 
former governments. Now let It be remem- 
bered that the public, while iiol Ignoring 
the responsibility of the government an a 
whole for such proceedings, lays this Indlct- 
nicnt chloUy against him whose head was 
thought to contain "the bralius" of the gov- 
rnineiit and who was eonsldoreil with un- 
dmibted reasou the principal Initiator of Its 
Iiollcy and proceedings— Joseiili .Martin. 

During this scission of tin' legislature 
(that of l.S!)8) the goveniinent Iiehl lis own. 
Its majority was small but stuck w.'li to- 
gether and the plan pursued was to liit re- 
duce measures and by mere force of the 
majority, without cxplanallou, iind without 
defence, and In toliil dlsregaril of the argil- 
meiits and protests of tlie opposition, to 
lass them.

Vancouver, April 16.— E. A. Dixon, 
one of the applicants for the incorpora- 
tion of the Boundary Rapid Transit 
Company, of Grand Forks, pas.scil 
through Vancouver yesterday ou hi.s 
way to Chicago. In speaking of the 
projected Grand Forks railway Mr. 
Di.xon said: "Tho lines of tho pro- 
jected coMipuiiy will cover tho suino 
route as the Kettle lUver railway would 
have done, and as the present govi;rn- 
inent have assured me that the neces- 
sary order-iu-council will be passed, 
under the Tramway Company Incorpora- 
tion Act. ua soon as the law will per- 
mit, uumt'ly, two moatho after the 
gazetted application, the Dominion gov- 
oriimont'.s refusal to grant a charter to 
the Ivettle Uivor railway is of no avail. 
We will have the rudway, in spite of 
the oppa.sitiou of the Dominion govern- 
ment and the C. I'. 11. 

■■ When the Kettle River bill was 
tiiriiod down by the Dominion govoru- 
■neut, the lieople of Grand Forks, 
thought tlioir hopes in this direction 
were sliattered for all time, but I felt 
sure the provincial governihout could 
grant the necessary power to build the 
road, under the Tramway Incorporation 
Act, without the local legislaturo hav- 
ing to take action, namely by ordcr-iu; 
council. I proceeded to Victoria and 
I)laced tho nintter nofore tho govern- 
ment. They informed mo that my con- 
tention was right and that Grand Forks 
should hove the road, and 1 am positive 
that long before the house meets con- 
struction work will have commenced on 
the Kettle River railway, alias the 
Boundary Bapid Transit railway, as 
Toronto capitalists have already sub- 
scribed tho necessary amount to com- 
plete tho road and are anxious to go on 
with its construction. 

" Tho Trnniway Act gives practically 
all tho privileges of tho ordinary Rail- 
way Act, except that wo cannot run to 
a point fiirthor than one halt a mile 
from the boundary lino, liut this dilli- 
cnlty can be ovorconie by tlio purchaeo 
of tho necessary ground to ounblo >ih to 
make close convioction witli tho Aiuori- 
can lino." 

Continuing Mr. Dixon said: "As the 
road will parallel tho C. P. R. for soino 
distance, wo of course expect opposition 

f^oln that company, but lielievo that 
this opposition will bo unavailing. The 
railway, which will ho about 100 miles 
long, will radiate from Grand Forks in 

four direction.s. It will tap tho Kottlo 
River valley, tho groat agricultuial 
couiitr.v, for .50 niilos. It will run north 
from, Grand Fprks 50 miles to Brown's 
Gamp, tupping many miinng camps. It 
will rim. 13. miles oast to Cascade Citv. 
SIX milpg ..southeast to Carson, aud ;!0 
miles to. Midwn.v. and taking n circuit- 
ous ' route twisting ■ north, south and 
west, following the Xorth Fork and Sor 
some distance parallolinK the 0. P. R. 
Tho rond will be na easy to huild ins^ 
across a prairie. There will l)n;no ;tuh- 
iioUing or blasting,- and no'cradCs worth

A Vancouver special to the Colonist 
says that Mr. Genebo— who purchased a 
Iiulf interest in the steamer Alpha from 
Capt, J. D. Wnrron just previous ■ to 
that vessel's sailing for tHc North— has 
been, discussing the statement made by 
a Victoria shipping man that the pas- 
sengers on the Alpha might mutiny and 
compel the Alpha to carry them to 
Nome. This, observes Mr. Genolle, is 
a happening very unlikely indeed. He 
added that his partner, Mr. Barber, had 
taken passage on tho boat for tho ex- 
press purpose of seeing that the law- 
was not broken, and that the Alpha 
would simply Mo at St. Michael until 
the passengers could bo transferred 
witliout breaking the law of the United 
States. 'I'ho iilea was to got the p-issen- 
gers landed at Nome before any other 
company land anyone. For that roa.son 
the Alpha had taken ample provisions 
and it necessary couhl remain until the 
ice liad broken up and the men be trans- 
ferred from St. .Michael to Nome in an 
.\nierican bottom. Mr. Genolle ex- 
pei'ts the Al[)ba back in V.",noouver by 
tho 10th -May, and 'liinks bo will bo able 
to advertise her to sail again <mi tho 
15th May. lie was asked if the rumor 
was correct that his company wore to 
establish a lino from Vancouver to 
Dawson, and that the steamer Glenora, 
now being fitted up ' in Vancouver, 
wonld connect at St. Michael with the 
Alpha for the up-river run to Dawson. 
Mr. Gcnclle replied:' "I leiive for 
Seattle next week, and on my return 
will be at greater liberty to spcdk ou 
these matters than at present." 



PROMISE OF NEW STEAMER. 

Pacific Coast Company Discuss the 
Construction of a Float- 
ing Palace. 

According 'to the Sao' Francisco 
papers the Pacific CkMBt Steamship 
Company are contemplating the con- 
stnictidn, for the San FranciscQ, Vic- 
toria and Alaska run, of a passenger 
Btcnmship which shall surpass In speed 
and; elegance anything how on the Coast.
